Tender. 


To tie. Editor of the N. Y. Tribune: 


One of your correspondents lays 


great stress upon tho consideration that 
the adoption of the silver dollar as a 
standard at its present value and mak- 
ing it a legal tender would impair the 
obligation of contracts, which he says 
the government has no right to do. 
What, then, does ho think of the couiso 
of tho government in making paper 
without any intrinsic value a legal ten- 
der in tho payment of individual debts;1 


—a measure which the supreme court 
of the United States (as I conceive, 
most erroneously and aibitrarily) has 
pronounced in accordance with tlie con 
satiation. 


If wo were not pledged to lesuinp- 


tion of spr-eie payments, there is no in- 
telligent creditor wlio would not prefer 
that the legal tender quility should be 
conferred on silver rather than on pa- 
per. 
There it, no limit to the possible 


depreciation of paper money, whereas 
silver is not liable to fall lower in price, 
and but for the suspension of specie 
payments, and the institution of frac- 
tional currency for coius less than a 
dollar, it would probably not have got 
to its present depression in price, which 
ia no doubt in some degree artificial. 1 
am not a capitalist, bat I am a creditor, 
and I do not hesitate to say that 1 would 
gladly accept silver as a legal tender, if 
the act of congress conferring that qual 
ity on government paper were repealed, 
thus taking the chances of an apprccia 
tion of tho former than a further de- 
cline in tho latter.
